Chinaman Suicides

A Chinaman, aged about 34 years,
fdentity unknown, was found dead in
one of the stables at Kapiolanl Park
vesterday morning. He had looped a
hay rope about his neck, tied the other
end to a rafter, and, kicking away
pieces of lumber upon which he stood,
soon knew no more of this earth. A
boy discovered the body and tele-
phoned to Police Headgquarters. Cap-
tain Hookano and officers were sent
out and returned at about noon with
the body.

Six Chinamen, living on the park
grounds, were called in to constitute
the Coroner’'s jury. There were no wit-
nesses, except those who went out to
feteh the body. In the opinion of Dr.
Emerzon the Chinaman had been dead
12 or 14 hours before discovery. A
verdict of suicide was brought in. The
body was buried in Makiki. Positively
nothing could be iesarned about the
dead man.
